LABOR’S POSITION ON SUB-STANDARD 
WAGE LEVEL EXPLAINED AT TENTH 


REGIONAL W. L. B. MEETING 


Labor’s position was clearly and unmistakably established 
regarding the inadvisability of specifying a sub-standard exist- 
ence level as long as the soaring cost of living was not under 
control, at a meeting of the 10th regional war labor board at 


San Francisco, Saturday, June 5th, called for su 
Backing up the remarks of Sec-@— 


retary Vandeleur of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of 
Labor, and John O'Connell, 


secretary of the San Francisco 
labor council, was the general con- 
currence expressed by Mr. Feely of 
the San Francisco employers’ coun- 
cil, who also agreed that the indi- 
vidual unions and employers should 
work out their own differences and 
reach whatever agreements they 
can without the board's super- 
vision. 

This meeting which was called by 
the regional war labor board was 
attended by representatives of vari- 
ous unions as well as employers. 
Secretary Vandeleur pointed out at 
the outset that the establishment 
of any wage level, including that of 
a sub-standard one, was completely 
out of the question as long as the 
control of prices was not tied up 
with this adjustment, “You cannot 
fix wages without fixing prices,” 
the federation secretary reiterated 
time and time again. He went on 
to say “right at this very moment 
while we are discussing this ques- 
tion prices are still going up and 
it would be ridiculous to try to de- 
termine any kind of a wage in such 
circumstances. There is no use try- 
ing to separate wages from price 
control because these two points 
are inextricably related.” This un- 
challenged declaration “won the 
general approval of the assembled 
representatives. Over and again 
the federation has pointed out that 
it would be futile to set a wage 
level if prices were allowed to flow 
upwards. This would mean that 
wages would be frozen while prices 
remain fluid. 

Numerous examples were 
cited by the federation secre- 
tary to dramatize his point of 
view. It was finally made con- 
vincingly clear that if the 
unions were to agree to a cer- 
tain sub-standard wage level 
with prices out of control and 
without considering budgetary 
requirements, then the unions 
would be straightjacketed and 
suffer real wage cuts. The posi- 
tion would be insufferable and 
defenseless. 

John O’Connell, veteran labor 
leader and secretary of the San 
Francisco labor council, expressed 
his complete distrust of alleged 
statistical proof and declared in no 
uncertain terms that the unions 
were not built up by statisticians, 
and that the unions were not going 
to be busted by them. The history 
of labor, O'Connell pointed out, will 
show that the wage earners of this 
country fought for what they 
thought was coming to them based 
on the actual facts as they under- 
stood them. Labor did not need the 
services of statisticians then, and 
without checking against the actual 
facts as determined by the experi- 
ence of the workers themselves, no 
decision could be considered satis- 
factory to labor. 

H. P. Melnikow, representing sev- 
eral AFL unions, expressed general

It was definitely established 
that the fixing of any wage 
level would be unheard of as 
long as prices are permitted to 
convort as they are doing now. 
Even with the establishment of 
a price control policy that would 
be more effectual, the whole 
question of what is a sub- 
standard living level is still 
shrouded in confusion unless 
it is kept clearly in mind that 
the whole question is patterned 
by the requirements of the 
presidential stabilization policy. 
It is unclear at the present mo- 

ment whether sub-standard wages 
are to be considered as those wages 
below a subsistence level or wages 
related to those paid in a particular 
industry. Rulings and comments by 
the national war labor board do not 
square with the language in presi- 
dential order No. 9328. Before any 
effective approach to the whole 
problem can be made it will be 
necessary to clear up this point, as 
@the federation has insisted time 
and time again.

level, then the requirements of liv- 
ing in health and decency could be 
used to determine what they should 
be. This would have nothing to do 
with what the wages may be paid 
in a particular factory, industry or 
area. But that it does not mean 
this can be construed from the 
decision in the Everbest Engineer- 
ing Corporation case, which was 
discussed in the last issue of the 
Journal. If sub-standard wages 
are those which can be determined 
as they relate to a standard wage 
rate being paid in a factory, indus- 
try or area, then the subsistence 
consideration is completely  ex- 
cluded, and the unions would be 
committing suicide to subscribe to 
the fixing of such a rate, as ex- 
plained in the last issue. 

In view of this consideration, 
the opinion of the San Fran- 
cisco Employers’ Council repre- 
sentative, Mr. James L. Feely, 
can be appreciated as express- 
ing a thought with which the 
labor unions are acquainted. In 
his brief for the employers, Mr. 
Feely stated: 

“It is respectfully submitted that 
the majority of wage scales for this 
area have been arrived at through 
the processes of collective bargain- 
ing. Collective bargaining has been 
for some time past the proclaimed 
economic policy of the United 
States government and of the great 
majority of the states of the union. 
Various enactments have been 
passed by legislatures so declaring. 
Therefore, in determining whether 
or not a wage is standard or sub- 
standard, it is submitted that the 
great weight should be placed upon 
the collective bargaining history 
existing between the parties. 

bad fundamental that labor, 
through the processes of collective 
bargaining, is not going to agree to 
a wage which is sub-standard. In 
other words, it can be presumed 
that a wage which has been estab- 
lished over a period of time and 
retained through the process of 
collective bargaining is not a sub- 
standard wage. The burden of proy- 
ing a wage sub-standard under the 
above mentioned conditions would 
fall upon those seeking: to have it 
so declared.” 


After an over-all discussion 
ot the entire question enough 
clarification was achieved to 
impress upon all concerned that 
the entire problem has to be 
defined before it is tackled and 
before any data of a valid and 
significant nature can be as- 
sembled. 


Another meeting of the regional 
war labor board was scheduled to 
take place in Los Angeles on Sat- 
urday, June 12th. It was anticipated 
that the same position taken by 
the federation representative will 
be reaffirmed at the Los Angeles 
meeting by the labor represen- 
tatives there, and that future meet- 
ings on this question by the board 
will await further clarification of 
what is meant by a sub-standard

Robert Ash, business represen- 
tative for Garage Employe’s Union, 
Local No. 78, announces the war 
production training program for 
vuleanizers has been approved by 
the San Francisco office of the war 
manpower commission and the local 
committee, comprising both union 
and employer representatives. The 
first class will commence at 7:30 
p. m. Monday, June 21st, and will 
be held at 1480 Howard street, San 
Francisco. 

The program in charge of the 
committee has for its object the 
training of both men and women as 


skilled vuleanizers. 
Trainees will be employed by | 
members of the industry, in San 


Francisco and Oakland as vulcan- 
izer workers at the hourly rates 
established under the program 
which is 82! cents per hour for the 
first two calendar months; 95 cents 
per hour for the second two eal- 
endar months and $1.01! per hour 
for the third two calendar months. 

A period of 30 days will be al- 
lowed trainees before they will be 
required to become members of the 
union. Trainees will attend classes 
on Monday and Wednesday from 
7:30 p. m. to 9:30 p. m, each week 
for a period of six months. On the 
two class days trainees will work 
six hours at their place of employ- 
ment and will be allowed two hours 


at regular time for attending} 
' classes. 
Each Oakland employer of a 


trainee will pay the rail transporta- 
tion costs to San Francisco for 
each class attended. 

The classes are conducted by the! 
unified school district of San Fran- | 
cisco, and the instructor is Ea rt} 
Harr, who holds teachers’ creden- 
tials in the San Francisco school 
system for this purpose. 

Each employer of a trainee being

This situation was revealed today 
when Mrs. A. Edward Dart, director 
of the center, who reports that 
during the month of May 1118 per- 
sons failed to keep their appoint- 
ments, and these “disappointments” 
ran as high as 73 in one day. 


“This simply means that some- 
where along the battle fronts life- 
saving plasma from 1118 pints of 
blood will be lacking,” declares Mrs. 
Dart. “There has been a notice 
able tendency to skip appointments 
following news of allied successes. 
People seem to think there is no 
further need for plasma, but this is 
not true.” 


“Each success is gained only at 
costs too great to ignore, and after 
each one, the need for plasma in- 
| creases,” the director emphasized. 
|“It would be a grevious thing if 
the losses sustained by our fighting 
forces were multiplied because we, 
here at home, failed to do our part.” 

“We are endeavoring to make up 
our May losses this summer, and we 
|urge everyone to enrich the activi- 
ties of this period by dedicating a 
pint of blood to save a life,” Mrs.

Now you may ask why we charge any fee at all for these 
certificates. Here are the reasons: 


Before our unions were organized and negotiated their 
agreements with the canners, women cannery workers 
were paid as little as 33-1/3c an hour. Men workers were 
paid as little as 35c to 45c an hour. There were no arrange- 
ments for overtime pay. 


Now women are paid a minimum of 70c an hour, with 
time and a quarter after the first 8 hours and time and a 
half after 10 hours. 


Men are paid a minimum of 85c to $1.15 an hour, with 
time and a half after 10 hours. Both men and women are 
paid double time after 12 hours. 


These benefits were obtained through our efforts and at 
our expense. We feel that those who enjoy them should 
bear part of that expense. That's the fair way. the Ameri- 
can way, and the right way. 


So please come and help pack the food that is so vitally 
needed for victory. We assure you. you will be as wel- 
come in any cannery as our regular union members are, 
and your help is URGENTLY NEEDED.

Gain Old-Age Pensions 


After lengthy negotiations he 
tween the joint board of the cloak, 
suit, skirt and reefer maker 
unions, representing 35,000 worke: 
and the employers’ associations in 
the industry, a new contract for 
five years was negotiated. 

The outstanding feature of 
new contract is the acceptance by 
the industry of an old-age retire- 
ment plan, whereby the manufac- 
turers will contribute three per 
cent of their weekly payroll for the 
establishment of a fund to provide 
pensions for workers who have 
reached the age of 65 or over, and 
are desirous of retiring from the in- 
dustry. 


The establishment of the fund 
marks the recognition by the 
cloak and suit industry of its 
obligations to the workers who 
have spent their lives in build 
ing this industry and who will, 
under the provisions of the plan, 
be secured in their old age. 

In addition to the retirement 
plan, the contract provides a clause 
for the readjustment of wages in 
the event of further rises in the 
cost of living, or a change in the 
present wage formula, known as 
the “little steel formula.” The con- 
tract also provides that certain 
matters pertaining to more effec- 
tive control of the industry, equit- 
able distribution of work and the 
use of modern steam pressing irons 
shall be referred to a board of 
stability and control, composed of 
all parties to the contract, and in 
the event they fail to agree, these 
matters are to be referred to the 
international chairman of the in-
